A Reported Alliance against France. 
— Le Nord publishes the following in promi- 
nent type : 

We have been for some days in posses- 
sion of an important communication which 
we have hesitated hitherto to publish, de 
spite the confidence we place in the corres 
pondent who forwarded it to us. Wo pub 
lish it now, having received from the latter 
the confirmation of his exactitude. More- 
over, it appears to us suitable to the present 
slate of atlairs. It concerns an arrangement 
on three points which is said to have been 
agreed upon quite recently between Eng- 
land, Austria, and Prussia, and the object 
of which would be to prevent any ulterior 
intervention of France, by force of arms, 
either in Italy or elsewhere. The three 
points are as follows: The three Powets en 
gage themselves — 

1. To oppose any military intervention of 
France in Italy, under any pretext whatso- 
ever. 

2. To oppose any other military interven- 
tion of France in Europe, without a prelimi- 
nary understanding with the Powers. 

3. To oppose any territorial extension of 
France, either by means of conquest or ne- 
gotiation. 

If we publish this information to-day, adds 
Le Nord, which we have had for several 
days in our possession, it is because we have 
reason to believe that we are not the only 
persons cognizant of the facts, and that the 
principal cabinets of Europe are already in- 
formed of them.

Eight months have 
been consumed in legislation, and eight 
years more may pass into eternity before a 
lithe of thei. promisee wi» be recollected by 
the treacherous memories of the 1 Long 
Parliament." We as yet have no evidence 
of the existence of statesmanship. A tew 
m embe,s on the reform side have battled 
manfully, with but partial success. The 
,„ a jority-the Obstructives-have literally 
retarded the interests of the country. In- 
,,ead of being fitted with broad, comprehen- 
sive practical, statesmanlike view., and 
capable of guiding the Ship of State, they 
are only qualified to paddle the Canoe of 
State from headland to headland of old- 
fogyism. What we wanted-what we still 
want - arc men in charge of the Ship 
of State who will not hugger-mugger 
along the shore, magnifying a duck pond 
into an ocean, and be tossed about in un- 
certainty, striving to escape from the waves 
are men who wiirtaif.no fflftt* M. 1»t 
the Ship of State boldly into the ocean of 
progress, soil out of Bight of the headlands 
of old-fogyism, wafted by the popular breeze 
to enter the haven of universal prosperity 
with flying colors. Without popular lenders 
and liberal government; enshrined in the 
confidence of tho people— no country can 
prosper, no colony can flourish. Confidence 
in commerce is not more nccossnry to com- 
mercial prosperity than confidence in politics. 
Confidence between the rulers and ruled ; 
between the general and his soldiers 18 es- 
sential to success— to victory. But confi- 
dence between tho people of this colony 
and the Government is impossible. 

The down-trodden itibjects of Botnba 
never detested his rule more than the peo- 
ple of this colony do the administration of 
Gov. Douglas. All who cling to it will be 
covered with universal odium. It is impos- 
sible to escape it. Two years and a half of 
misrule, with a daik foreground of eight 
years, is pictured too vividly on the public 
imagination to bo speedily elfaced. Even 
the legislative session of eight months has 
only added fuel to the (lame of public con- 
tempt. Men are sickened at its do-nothing- 
Um, Which fully accounts for the political 
lull that now exists but to precede the com- 
ing storm. 

We have waited too long lot improve- 
ment ; we have borne wrong too patiently ; 
our forbearance has been interpreted as 
lack of spirit and insensibilty to our own 
power. Our voice has been heard only to 
bo contemptuously answered by the local 
government. Our right to appeal none will 
dispute. That appeal, however, must not 
be from the people to tho Legislature, or the 
Legislature to the Executive: il must bo 
from the peonle to the next session of the 
Imperial P arliament.

REGISTRATION OF TITLES. 

House in committee on the bill for the 
registration ot title deeds, Mr. Waddington 
in the chair. 

The following is the substance of the sec- 
tions passed : . 

Sec. 18. Any person may set aside a re- 
gistered title, not rendered indefeasible by 
having been five years previously registered, 
by filing an issue with the Registrar-General.

The powers or authorities of the 
guardian or committee of any minor, luna- 
tic, or person of unsound mind, shall in no 
wi*e be altered by the filing of any caveat 
«r of registration. 

Sec. 24. Any registered owner may try 
(the validity of any caveat or issue, by notice 

the contest us toe Itegistrar. 

tiec. 25— The Registrar after receiving 
«udi notice of molest* shall bring the ques- 
tion to immediate trial, giving notice thereof 
in the official newspaper. 

Sec. 26— The person bringing on such 
action shall give security for coals in an 
amount not exceeding £100. 

Sen. 27— Any caeeat or issue may be filed 
as well in respect of a present and vetted 
tight a» of future or contingent iutereat. 

Sec. 2#— Questions may he tried although 
the question at issue is of *n executory or 
contingent nature. 

Sec." 29— The lists of registration*, cactait, 
transfers and issues, shall be published once 
a month in the official paper. 

Sec. 30 and 31 — Provide for the cancel- 
lation of satisfied caveats and issues. 

Seo. 32— Beal estate is to be deemed 
subject to taxes, easements, and leases, not 
exceeding one vear. 

Sec. 33— Persons claiming to be entitled 
to absolute lee, ot less-er interest, must pro- 
cure an order for registration from the 
Judge of the Supreme Court. 

g ec . 2i—Auy penon claiming to be en- 
titled to an absolute fee may petition the 
Supreme Court for registration of such real 
estate. 

Sec. 35— Regis I rati on made under an or- 
der of the court i shall have no other effect 
than if registered in an ordinary mariner. 

See. U, 37, and 38— Any person possess- 
ing registered tttai estate, may convey the 
*Hme<K any pirt thereof in the u-ual way j 
and such transfer, when registered, shall 
cfliifer upon the person to whom the same 
i* made, an absolute fee" on the land 
transferred, subject, however, to any caveat 
or issue appearing o i the register against 
SUfh estate.

We 
are indebted to the Dutch for this 
system. It has stood the test of ages, 
and has been found the best plan ever in- 
Tented. . , 

The Chairman— Tho hon. member from 
Lake is a military man ; he understands that 
very well, although he rriay not be a very 
-ood lawyer. But hesomewhat agreed witli 
him. Ho was not prepared to say he was 
opposed to the whole bill, but he thought 
there were many things in it which lie could 
not fully understand. It was an experiment 
and nothing more, and one he did not like to 
tee tried. 

The committee here rose and reported pro- 
gress, and the House adjourned till frriday, 
•id inst., at 3 o'clock, P. M.

Oregonian Opinion of Occasional Pa- 
pers. 

From the Christian Advocate, published at 
Portland„Oregon, Oct. 20, we clip the follow- 
ing remarks on " Occasional Papers :" 

These letters mnke special mention of the 
Bishop's safe voyage, notwithstanding its 
great perils. The design of publishing 
which letters is " To strengthen the public 
confidence in the manifest duty of giving 
assistance to tho mission." How the publi- 
cation of such statements as these, saying 
nothing of their grammar, can " strengthen 
the public confidence in the manifest duty 
of givinf assistance to this mission," is to us, 
familiar" with the country and facts which 
he Uriels and perverts, accounted for upon 
the hypothesis, thatthoy were intendod onlv 
for those who would rend them as truthful, 
candid representations of actual facts, n Ou 
the plan of Dickens' " American Notes for 
British circulation," the Lord Bishop and 
his Commissary made free to publish in the 
distant Island of Great Britain, theso ac- 
counts of the Bishopric of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, " Standing in the very 
center of the world," and also of the Ameri- 
cans and OrcgonianR whom he >aw . on his 
way to " the very center of the world. 

This is tho more apparent from tho bad 
treatment the editor of a Victoria paper has 
received for daring to publish and comment 
upon these extracts. 

[This is incorrect. Possibly the Advocate 
refers to tho misrepresentation of the Reform 
Party ia "Occasional Papers," inasmuch as 
the Colonist has always advocated reform 
principles.] 

One thing, however, is very clear ; tho 
Bishop and his Commissary lacked the 
shrewdness attributed by the former to his 
Victoria congregation, or they would never 
have suffered the people of this coast to see 
the Bishop's letter* Judging from the ef- 
forts made to suppress the pamphlet and the 
extracts from it which were published in 
Victoria, the Lord Bishop has found out too 
late his want of shrewdness in allowing h* 
letters to see the light. The Lord Uishop's 
statements are untrue in several particulars. 
They are obviously »o in reference to the 
numbers in Astoria'; the amount and charac- 
ter of ministerial labor bestowed there ; the 
open and avowed infidelity of the people 
there; the open aud avowed infidelity of 
"many mral places in America ;" the "ill- 
education " of the ministry among us; the 
buildinL' of the Methodist Church in Vic; 
ton'*, &c. . 

His statements are also unfair and un- 
charitable. Dr. Evans, Superintendent of 
tfia Wesleyan Mission in Vancouver's 
Island and British Columbia, is a man, ven- 
erable in years and usefulness. He is also 
a man of education and refinement, who has 
for years borne with credit the title of Doctor 
in Divinity, worthily conferred by one of 
the oldest and most respectable colleges in 
the United State*, (Dickinson.) Without 
waiting for an endowment of his field (Dr. 
Hill's Bishoprie was endowed by Miss 
Coutts in the sum of £25,000,) Dr. Kvans 
had preceded Bishop Hill on this coast a 
year, coming with the settlement of the 
country, and. assisted by intelligent and 
able minister*, he hud planted churches and 
preached the gospel to the people there. In 
speaking of the destitution of his Bishopric, 
it was due to candor aud to truth that the 
Lord lii»hop should make honorable men- 
tion of these tact*. It was uiimagnanimous, 
not to nay unchristian, in the Lord l!i«hop to 
speak so disparagingly of Oregon and Amer- 
icans. It was inconsistent in lum to speak of 
the only minister ho met ill the country as 
intelligent, and then to xmpiy that all Ameri- 
can minister* are " ill-educated." The ex- 
treme vanity uf the Lord Bishop is only 
equalled by the verdancy of his '-back woods- 
man." We say nothing of his lhrewdius$(l) 
in snu fling annexation tendencies in Vic- 
toria and in pointing out the striking manner 
in which they were " checked" by the op- 
portune arrival of colored immigrants. The 
public will not lack shrewdness in miming a 
just opinion of the Rev. Lord Bishop and his 
mission, " Standing in the very center of the 
world." 

BlO FlttE. — Seven hundred houses were 
burned in the citv of Smyrna on the morn- 
ing of the 27th of August. For a month 
provious the weather had boon hot and dry, 
and the woodon structures had consequently 
become very inflammable.

We say it will 
be very unjust to the community at large 
and more especially to the inhabitants ot 
Esquimalt; if those large landed proprietors 
for whom the House of Assembly is working 
should succeed in having our bridge taken
